The real estate brokers of 
Chicago say that business was never so 
dull with them as now. Sales are 
made at greatly reduced prices. Some 
building is going on, but this is doubt- 
less due in great part to the enor- 
mous reducticn of the past three 
years in the cost of building. There 
has been a general decline in rents, 
but a reduction in the first cost of 
fifty per cent is a temptation that leads 
to the erection of buildings of a cheap 
nature.. 

Nearly every other city in the land 
sends up a report much like these we 
bave named. Atlanta is one of the 
towns that fortunately does not There 
are not enough empty houses in the 
city to-day to supply the demand—far 
less than there were three years ago; 
and the indications are that 
another active building season 
isupon us. Whether the times be 
hard or easy, the Gate City seems des- 
tined to push on and outwards towards 
the suburbs. Comparisons are odious, 
but ifany northern city presents as 
satisfactory a condition as our own 
does to-day, we have not heard from it. 
From Kansas City to Portland the cry 
is, “hard times.” We feel them, too, 
to a certain extent, but the growth of 
Atlanta is so well based and so full of 
promise that they do not empty our 
houses or put them on the market ata 
sacrifice. 


DEATH OF BISHOP JOHNS. 


This eminent prelate died at his 
farm near Malvern, Virginia, last 
He 
was the oldest minister in the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church, having been or- 
dained a clergyman in 1819. He was 
born in Delaware, educated at Prince- 
ton, ordained in Philadelphia, and as- 
signed first to the rectorship of a church 
in Maryland. He soon became the 
rector of a prominent church in Balti- 
more, where he remained until 1842, 


of Virginia. Afterthat time his life 
was spent in the service of the latter 
state. Upon the death of Bishop 
Meade in 1862, he became bishop of 
‘he diocese of Virginia, which office he 

’ministered alone down to 1868, when 
Bishop Whittle was appointed his 
assistant. 

He was avery eloquent divine, and 
Lis fame asa pulpit orator was at its 
height when he was chosen a_ bishop. 
He was alike known for his indomita- 
ble energy, immaculate purity and 
grand intellect. Once convinced that 
his position was right, he was utterly 
fearless, swerving neither to the rignt 
nor the left until he had vindicated it. 
This made him a power in the house of 
bishops, where he championed the low 
church cause. He led the movement 
in the convention of 187] which detined 
the baptismal service in 4 sense adverse 
to baptismal regeneration; and his 
pen furnished much of the material 
that constitutes low-church literature, 
as Wvll as many valued papers of gen- 
eral church topics. 

Some weeks ago he was prostrated by 
an attack of paralysis, which gradually 
extended until his strong constitution 
gave way. He was three times married, 
and his death is mourned by a wife 
and five children. In the churches oi 


-| his denomination throughout his own 


large diocese, and those of Deleware 
and Marviand he was widely known 
and greatly beloyed. Among them all 
there was not a nobler Christian work- 
er nor a more faithful preacher. 


ALEXANDER T. STEWART. 


Our dispatches contain the particu- 
lars connected with the unexpected 
death of this great merchant—byffar the 
greatest in point of success and scope of 
business that the country has ever 
known. He will go duwn to history as 
the prince of American merchants, and 
as such his life will be deeply interest- 
ing to many readers long after the poli- 
ticians of the period are forgotten. 

He was born in the county ot Tyrone, 
Ireland, in 1795. He was educated for 
the ministry ; but abandoning the idea, 
he determined to seek his fortune 
in the new world. He = ar- 
rived in New York in 1819, with 
little or no means. There he taught 
school for nearly three years. In 1823, 
he established. himself in the retail dry 
goods business on Broadway, near 
Chambers street, on a capital of less 
than $1,500, the proceeds of a small 
legacy left by a relation, and his sav- 
His first 
store was twenty-two feet wide by 
twenty deep. From this small begin- 
ning his business steadily increased, 
without disaster or any serious check, 
until it reached just before the panic 
the enormous annual aggregate of forty 
million dollars. Instead of the 
small store, a handsome four- 
story building on Broadway 
became his wholesale depot, while his 
retail trade demanded an immense 
building farther up Broadway, and oc 
cupying an entire square, The latter 
building is undoubtedly the largest 
and most complete building of its kind 
in the world. 

Of late years, he becamean extensive. 
purchaser of real estate. He boughi 
theatres, and hotels at Saratoga, and 
planned a suburban city, and in fact 


‘seemed to be troubled to find enough 


good property to absorb his rapidly in- 
creasing wealth. We will doubtless 
get plenty of estimates of his. 
riches; but we doubt whether he 
himself knew how much he was 
really worth. His residence cost mil- 
lions, and there is scarcely a question

The good sense of Secretary Taft has 
succeeded in restoring things to their 
proper condition.

Arno headquarters have heen restab- 
lished at Washington, and the adjutamt 
general and inspector general 
have been ordered to 
report to the general of the army, in- 
stead of the seeretary of war. All orders 
of the president to the army will be 
hereafter communicated to the secre- 
tary of war, who will issue them to the 
general of the army, who will be held 
responsible for their execution. This 
however will simply apply tothe discip- 
line, movement and maintenance of the 
efficacy of troops in garrison or cam- 


palgn- 
The . hinge sets at rest a controversy 


that has prevailed more or less for a 
quarter of a century; and the settlement 
is regarded as a very fayorable one for 
the good cf the army. It will put an 
end to the tavyoritism and _= similar 
abuses that existed during the rule of 
Mr. Belknap, and the entire army will 
be materially benetitted.

retary of war deserves great credit for 
his quickness in undoing the work of 
his predecessor. He has yeta large 
margin of crookedness to work on, and 
it is perhaps too early to praise him. 
He has certainly made an unselfish

MIXING THE PRECIOUS. 


senator W ail'ace’s Bill to issue Goloide 
Silver. 


Wasuincton, April 10.—The bill in- 
troduced by Senator Wallace to pro- 
vide for the coinage of goloide silver 
coin, directs the secretary of the treas- 
ury to have coined one dollar, half dol- 
lar and yuarter dollar pieces, agian. 
the inscription of goloide silver an 
consisiing of 40 per cent. in value of 
gold and 60 per cent. of silver. The 
dollar pieces are to contain 9 3-10 grains 
of pure go.d and 229 grains of pure sil- 
ver, and the subsidiary coin in propor- 
tion. The nev coins are to be legal 
tender furall payments except customs, 
duties and the interest on the public 
debt. Finally the bill provides that 
Wim. Wheeler Hubbell, the inventor 
of the goloide silver coin metal, shall 
be allowed a royalty ot one-tenth of one 
per cent. as part of the expenses of 
coinage. The bill asserts that the com- 
bination will reduce the size and 
weight, and increase the utility of value 
of the national coins.

Sherman’s Amendment—Otiher Mat- 
te.s in Congr ss. 


WASHINGTON ‘April 10.—In the senate 
various petitions were received against 
the pending bill regarding third class 
mail matter; also against a change of 
tariff and an incresse of efficiency in 
the signal service. 

Wallace introduced a bill for coinage 
of silver coins. Referred to finance 
committee. 

Kesolution to allow the Mississippi 
committee 10 employ a clerk and sten- 
ographer passed. 

The committee on territories reported 
favorably on the bill organizing the ter- 
ritory of Pembing, Colorado. 

The silver bill was resumed. 

Sherman, by unanimous consent, 
withdrew the third and fourth sections 
of the*bill. The bill then passed as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. That there be, and hereby is 
appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of $163,000 to provide for en- 
graving, printing and other expenses of 
making and printing United States 
notes, and the further sum of $48,000 
to provide for engraving and printing 
nauonal bank notes to be disbursed 
under the secretary of the treasury. 

Sec. 2. That the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby directed to issue 
silver coins of the United States, of the 
denomination of ten, twenty, twen- 
t, -five and fifty cents of standard value 
in redemption of an equal amount of 
fractional currency, whether the same 
be now in the tres ury awaiting re- 
demption or whene. r it may be pre- 
sented for redempt n, and the secre- 
tary of the treasur. may under regu- 
lations of the treasury department pro- 
vide for such redemption, and issue by 
substitution atthe regular sub-treasury 
and public depositories of the United 
States until the wh ls amount of 
fractional currency outstanding shall be 
redeemed, and the fractional currency 
redeemed ander this act shall be held 
to be a part of the sinking fund provid- 
ed for by the existing law. The in- 
terest to be computed thereon as in the 
case of bonds redeemed under the acts 
relating to the sinking fund. 

A bill authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury to re-open the account 
with the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road of Georgia. Discussed and post- 
poned. 

Executive session adjourned. 

Hovuse—Mr. Vance introduced a bill 
regulating the interest national banks 
may charge. 

Mr. Morey presented a joint resolu- 
tion from the general assembly of 
Louisiana, regarding a measure to pro- 
vide for the payment of judgments in 
the southern claims commission.

ieved Blodgett from all bonds 

After the eading of the pardon it was put in 
evidence and the communications relative toit 
were real and put in evidence. 

These communications were from Blodgett 
Conley and Bullock. Blodgett applied for par- 
don on the ground that he was merely seized as 
the secnpe goat Somebody was de.manded asa 
sacrifice for all the rascality that had been done 
and the lot feil on him, 

Bu, lock wrote to‘ onley from New York stat- 
ing hisintention to have pardoned Conley hed 
he remained in office, and urging upon his suc 
cessor to do so as he was firmly couvincel’ ol 
Blodgett’s integrity and innocence. 

The letter from Conley stated his reasons for 
grauting the pardo:.

On Saturday the United States grand 
‘jury couciuded its labors forthe term and was 
discharged. It was understood at one time that 
they would continue their investigations until 


they had gone tothe bottom of alltue charges 
preterred ugainst the deputy marshals, but 
somehow or uther, tney were relieved froim fur- 
ther duty and in taking their leave of court they 
made a special presentment as follows: 
WHAT THE GRAND JURY SAY. 
To his Hoar John Erski..e, Judge of the Circuit 
Courts for the Northern District of Georgi: 

We, the grand jurors chosen, selected and 
swora ip and for the March term of the United 
states circuit court for the Northern district cf 
Georgia, :especifally submit to your honor, that 
a patient and impartial examination of witues- 
ses in the Cases of United States vs. Taylor Cobb 
avd Heury Martin, U. +. deputy marshais for 
saict Northern district of Georgia, charged with 
receiving brioes to influeuc~ their official con- 
duct has produced a moral conviction iu oar 
minds of their coiuplicity in c:ime and conduct 
unbecoming an offiver ot this court with parties 
whv have been charged with vio'ation of the 
revenue laws. Though our limited time and, 
the great distance at waicn witnesses reside

If the 
deputies can get any consolation out of that re- 
commeudation they are # deal easier to be sat- 
isfied tran we bad supposed them. 
WHAT THEY SAY. 

Blerker, in the marshal’s office on 
Saturday, attempted to threaten and buily the 
reporter of the CoNsTITULION into “doing him 
justice,” as he termed it.
